Special order to collector of customs at Key West, I la., regarding vessels or 
individuals suspected of arriving from Cuba. 

"Washington, D. C, September 1£, 1896. 
You will take special precautions to prevent introduction of infec- 
tious diseases through vessels or individuals that you have good reasons 
to believe have come from Cuban waters. Subject all such to the pro- 
visions of article 8, pages 29 and 30, Quarantine Eegulations, 1894, and 
wire action in each case. Vessels of this character should be remanded 
to Tortugas, and persons picked up at sea in open boats or otherwise 
seeking to violate the National or State quarantine regulations should be 
sent to the same station or placed under surveillance of State quaran- 
tine officer. By direction of the Secretary of the Treasury.
